The pilot, Duvei', 
had scarcely pot his bearings Tvlicn ho 
hoard a sharp {ri-utini; sour.il, and, realizing 
that ho was on ihc jetty, slopped t!iu en 
pine. 
Several of the ir.alo passengers 


jumped over on the jetty and in doinjj ao 
the boat lurched nnd slid olT into doojj 
water. The uirls then mafic .1 vusli for tlic 
side of Ll;e boat. This caused lior to Ireel 
over suddenly, and in a Bccond slic turned 
bottom side up. 


Tho air was 
immediately .'Illcd with 


screams J'or help from ?i score oi1 persons 
struggling for their lives in tho witter. The 
cries wore heard at Greenville and other 
points on tho bay, and rescuors soon went 
to the scene o!' the accident. "\Vhen the 
boats arrived it was found Hint six of. tlic 
party had been swept away and drowned.

Early yesterday morn- 
Ir.j? a crowd ot people, ineludinpr relatives 
nnd friends of the drowned, left '.he city 
to aid in the search for the bodies oi' the 
victims. Only ono was recovered, that of 
Annie Krickc. 
-Survivors of tho party sny thr.; rear the 
jetty where tlic accident occurred a tup 
with a tow was met. T!ic tug gnvo a 
whistle and the Olivette answered, signi- 
fying that they would take tho port side. 
The uro passed all ripht and afterward 
William Holzhttvcr, the pilot and part 
owner of tlio Olivette, surrendered tho 
\vhcel to a dcek hand. J'ohn Daver. The ac- 
cident occurred almost immediately after- 
ward. 


When tho sudden lurch of tho boat came 


it threw the females into a state of panic. 
The heatvcndinK shrieks of the drowning

in it small row-boat, 
and they made 


strenuous endeavors to reach tho scene 
before it ivas too late. Within a few 
yards of tho dike the rescuers saw a num- 
boi- of persons of bolls sexes were standing 
on the water-covered lock, wildly gesticu- 
lating and shrieking for help.

As the lungs worlc with moro 
freedom and distress disappears, it is then 
that the "second wind" is supposed to 
come. When u man starts off at top speed 
he gradually slows down, ami never during 
the race fairly recovers himself, while Ills 
stride is short aud jerky, giving his gait 
any tiling but a pleasant or free appear- 
ance. Perscvcrjiiiuo is tho surest road to 
success, rmd to attain perfection it takes 
from four to six years, providing caro'is 
talien in not overdoing i: the lirst year or 
two. In a race a man should never give up 
ii-s long as nature holds out and he is able to 
place one foot before the other. Whoa 
closely pressed it is ahvays well to believe 
that if one is in distress his opponent feels 
eqna'.ly bad. 
Races are frequently lost 


through faint-licartcdiiess more tlmn by 
beaten on actual merit. Condition, how- 
ever, will at all times tell in ono'3 favor.

LINCOLN'S MOtHER. 


Hor Xoclcctoa Ora^e"lnO»o Silott Woods 


of IISrocFdbfti. 


In a neglected piofa of wbpuland OD Ijbo, 


outskirts ofLlncoln City, in'Spenccr Coun- 
ty, is the grave of President Lincoln's, 
mother, writes a St. Louis CJolxxDcmocrat' 
correspondent from Gcntryville, Ind. A 
marble slab four feet in height and almost 
buried In a flense growth o£ weeds and dog 
wood, bears this Inscription:

At the foot of tbe grave in a small mar- 


bio foot-stone with tho letter "N. H. L." 
engraved upon it. Surrounding this grave 
are tbe grave* of aoven other persons, but 
there aro no stones or monuments to 
identify the occupants ol any of them, and 
till arc sadly neglected. Tbo deserted spot 
is but o short distance from tho highway, 
but it ia so situated that it can bo reached 
only by crossing cultivated Holds. Witn, 
the proper efforts the place might be mado 
very attractive, however, and there is somo 
talk among the people hero of beautifying 
i; and erecting a raorc costly stone over tho 
Lincoln grave. The place ia seldom visited 
by strangers and rarely by the people liv- 
ing hereabouts. 
Not more than two hundred yards north 


ol tho grave is tho spot upon whieb. stood 
tho house in which lived President Lincoln 
while ayoucg man. 11 was mado of logs, of 
courso, and was situated on a small rise ot 
clayish looking ground. Kot a vestige ol 
tiio old structure remains. 


Tho writer frequently visited the houso 


bctoro it succumbed to the ravages of time 
and the elements, as his unclo lived on and 
cultivated for years that which has passed 
into history as the Lincoln farm. Just bock 
of the spot where the house used to stand, 
runs the Cunnollton Branca of the road. 


Timo has nearly obliterated all traces o£ 


tho Lincolcs here, savo the lonely grave in 
tho deserted wood. 


Lincoln City is so named because is is 


situated on tlio site of tho old homestead. 
It had a population of about two dozen fam- 
ilies a:id is tho junction of tbe Evansville, 
Canucllton and Rockport division of tho 
Louisville, Evansvillo & St. Louis railroad. 
Some Eastern capitalists a few years ago 
made an attempt to boom the plaec, but, de- 
spite tho magnetism of Iho name, the boom 
was not successful, and it is very doubtful 
if tho place ever grows ia population, as 
tho land surroundmg it is of a very poor 
cni ah' tv. 
Sonic of the old inhabitants of this vicin- 


ity toll how, in JS44, when Lincoln was an 
clcclor-r.t-largo on the ticket with Henry 
Clay, he visited the homo of his boyhood, 
squared his back up against the old stono 
school-house and talked to his old friends 
and neighbors.
